OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 
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March to the beat of a different drum — to the beat 
you create yourself with your RadioShack Rhythm 
Rockers! You can create your own fabulous percussion 
sounds or listen to the demo. 

INSTAIUNG BATTERIES 

Your Rhythm Rockers require one 9V battery (not 
supplied) for power. For the best performance and 
longest life, we recommend a RadioShack alkaline 
battery. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required 
size and recommended type. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1. Use a flat blade screwdriver to lift up the bat- 
tery compartment cover. 



Note: The battery compartment cover is hinged. 
Do not try to remove it. 

2. Snap the battery to the appropriate terminals. 
The battery fits only one way. Do not force it. 



3. Place the connected battery in the compartment. 

4. Replace the cover and press it down until it snaps. 


When the sound becomes weak or distorted or the 
Rhythm Rockers stop operating properly, replace the 
battery. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the Rhythm Rock- 
ers for a week or longer, remove the batteries. Bat- 
teries can leak chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 

USING THE RHYTHM ROCKER 

1. Use the belt clip to attach the speaker/light box 
to your clothing. Turn VOLUME ON/OFF to ON. 

2. Swing the drum sticks and you can hear drum 
sounds and see flashing lights. You can make dif- 
ferent drum sounds by pressing or releasing the 
yellow buttons on the sticks. 

Press one or both buttons. See how many differ- 
ent sounds you can make! 

Note: Press the auto-play button on the 
speaker/light box while it is turned on to hear a 
demo drum rhythm. 

3. Rotate VOLUME ON/OFF clockwise or counter- 
clockwise to adjust the sound to the desired lis- 
tening level. 

4. When you are finished playing with the Rhythm 
Rockers, rotate VOLUME ON/OFF to OFF. 

CARE 

Keep the Rhythm Rockers dry; if they get wet, wipe 
them dry immediately. Use and store the Rhythm 
Rockers only in normal temperature environments. 
Handle the Rhythm Rockers carefully; do not drop 
them. Keep the Rhythm Rockers away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Rhythm Rockers's 
internal components can cause a malfunction and in- 
validate its warranty. If your Rhythm Rockers are 
not performing as they should, take them to your lo- 
cal RadioShack store for assistance.
